cy. Reorganization ha.s been put in 
effect, and with the new methods of 
accounting in the department and' in 


various navy yards1, still further 


economy .with, greater efficiency is ex- 
pected. 


To go into detail a bit it may be 


mentioned that there have been con- 
ducted many full power trials1 of ves- 
sels under cruising conditions1,.with 
the remarkable result thnit; in nearly 
every case .tho dcsigncdi speed has 
been exceeded1, in s^ittc of the age and 
increased displacement ot the ships. 
'Miat speaks well for progress In effl- 


onomy in consumption of coal and 
supplies has been its accomplishment. 


T.he greatest] progress in the navy 


has been in target practice. .It has 
been due to carefully conducted' com- 
petitions where ship has been pitted 
against ship, man against man and 
officer against officer. 
Tihe present 


administration, moreover, has, exten- 
ded to various1 other fields of endeav- 


i throughout fhe navy the system of 


completion that was heretofore 
re- 


stricted to target practice. 
At the 


navy yards there ar* now two divi 
sions of the manufacturing plant pit- 
ted againsit its relative 
efficiency

The cost of .work at 
navy yards 


has fallen materially. For example, 
the cost of steel castings made at 
navy yards teas been reduced from 
about 9 cen'ts per pound1 to about 5 
cents per poundi and the cost of iron 
castings has been reduced from about 
4 1-2 cente to 2 1-2 cents per poundi 


Engineering competitions have been 


instituted extending with few excep- 
tions throughout :tihe entire year. By 
means of these competitions not only 
has much money been saved, but also 
Uie efficiency of the fleet has- been 
greatly improved'. 


For instance, although the navy has 


ncreased in size, the cost of the coal 
buraied on vessels of the navy is. ex- 
pected to be about $1,000,000 less dur- 
ing the current fiscal year than dur- 
ng the previous one. The estimates 
for fuel1 for the coming year ihave 
been decreased by $1,000,000; remark 
able improvement has been made in 
the use of lubricating oil. 


Vessels of the navy are segragat- 


ed, according 'to the amount of sup' 
plies that it lias been necessary to 
purchase in order to maintain them 
With no other incentive than the de- 
sire to have the name of the ship to 
which they are attached at the top 
of tho list, the cost of supplies hai 
been reduced by more than 20 per 
cent 
It is expected in the coming 


year that in proportion to Ilihe service 
performed there will bo a saving of 
this particular of over a million dol- 
lars. 


During this year 


the entire fleet as a body, to the na- 
vy yards lupon1 two occasions' 
each 


year. While the vessels were at the 
navy yards the nation1 was1 to all in- 
tents and purposes without a fleet 


the fleet was away from the 


navy yards the number of workmen 
there was greatly reduced1,' most of 
them being discharged. 


As a result of this policy there was 


an ebb amj flow of mediocre work- 
men at the navy yards. The quality 
of work (naturally suffered', and the 
cost of work was mudh greater than 
would have been the case if 'the men 
had been assured' of permanent em- 
ployment. 
Realizing tihe great disad- 


vantage ot tnis system, the fleet has 
been divided into four divisions of 
five each, of which ithere win always 
beat each of the principal' navy yards 
one vessel of each division* and1 on- 
ly one, undergoing repairs. 
' 


Thus, not only will the nation have 
fleet in being all • the time, but 


there will be practically continuous 
employment aj. the navy yards for 
he mdlt efficient workmen thalt it is 
wsslble to fi&eure. 


The desire for economy £as not 


>een allowed by 'the administnaltlon 
to interfere with the first requisite 
of a navy—efficiency. 
In addition to 


accomplishing tlie specific economies 
mentioned! a greati number 
of 
im- 


>rovements to the vessel liave been 
ntroduced. 
The installation; of im- 


provements is always expensive, but 
it prevents the war ships from be- 
coming obsolete.
